GENEVA PARNER WAS 
SHOT ANB KILLED 
SUNDAY MORNING 


Alex Quattlebaum Dies From 
Shotgun Wound Inflicted By 
Neighbor, Alleged. Climax 
To An Argument Over A 
Week Previous, 


GENEVA, Ala, May 5.—The cli- 
max to a quarrel that started a week 
ayo over the alleged slapping of a boy 
came today when Alex Quattlebaum, 
well Known farmer of this section 
was shot and KILI orm the highway 
by Benjamin Turner, a neigtiDox 4 
according to 
Sheriff G, C, Hughes. 

Turner is being held in the Geneva 
County jail on a charge of murder, 
C. Hughes, 
but he 
aims that he fired in self-defense. 
According to reports to Sheriff 
Hughes the shooting was the out- 
rowth of an argument between the 
two men which occurred last Sunday 
when Turner was charged with slap- 
ping a son of Quattlebaum. 

This morning Quattlcbaum and his 


i wife left home in a buggy to visit a 


relative and were in the act of pass- 
ing Turner’s home when Turner called 
to Quattlebaum requesting him to 
“wait a minute,” Sheriff Hughes was 
told. 

Turner then procured a shotgun, 
the sheriff was informed, and started 
in the direction of the buggy with 
the gun clevated. Quattlcbaum had 
alighted from the buggy and accord- 
ing to Mrs. Quattlebaum, was beg- 
ging Turner not to shoot him. Turner 
approxched to within a few fect of 
Quattlebaum, raiscd the. gun and 
fired, Sheriff Hughes was told. 

Quattlebaum fell with a mortal 
wound through the right shoulder. 
The wound at the point where the 
shot centered was about the size of a 
silver dollar, indicating that the 
charge was fired at close range. 

The report of the gun frightened 
the mule and the animal dashed the 
bugey against a tree, throwing Mrs.

BE GIVEN PRESIDENTS’ MOSCOW PACTS 


The President's address to 
the Joint Session of Congress 
was an appeal for public sup- 
port of agreements he made 
in Moscow and Americans are 
left té assume that news re- 
ports of the agreements are 
accurate and complete. 

The Moscow agreements 
call for joint efforts in space 
exploration, medical techno- 
logy, pollution controls and in 
scientific studies. But the 
most significant are those 
dealing with strategic arms 
limitations, an outgrowth of 
the SALT talks. 

The ABM treaty, which runs 
in perpetuity, limits each 
country to 200 defensive mis- 
Siles equally divided between 
two agreed sites. : 

A separate loosely-drawn 
five-year agreement covers 
Strategic offensive missiles, 
restricting the United States 
to levels which we reached 
five years ago, but allowing 
the Russians to go ahead with 
their missile production, so 
they would wind up with 1350

carried by 62 submarines, for 
a total of 2300 offensive nu- 
clear missiles. This would

Insurance For The 


Small Businessman 


Usually the managers of 
small business show little in- 
terest in the subject ofinsur- 
ance until a loss occurs that 
was not covered to their sat- 
isfaction. At this point, they 
become enthusiastic. 

It seems strange that the 
protection of a company’s as- 
sets would merit so little 


- attention. The same careful 


thought that goes into the 
management of the other as- 
pects of the business should 
go into the selection of an 
insurance program. 

The businessman should 
be constantly aware of the 
risks involved in his business. 
In considering these risks, 
he should determine (1) if they 
are serious enough to re- 
quire insurance; (2) if they 
are not too serious and losses 
could be absorbed as they oc- 
cur; and (3) if the risks can 
be eliminated and loss pre-

Significant Outcome Of ilescow 


Summit Was SALT Agreement 


CONGRESSMAN BILL DIKINSON 


Clearly the most significant 
outcome of the Moscow summit 
was the Strategic Arms Limit- 
ation Talks (SALT) agreement. 
There were others -- onspace, 
medical research and pol- 
lution -- but the SALT agree- 
ments were ofa different order, 

I believe the SALT agree- 
ment is justified because it 
will bring about some limit- 
ations tonuclear weaponry. The 
Prospect of an unrestricted 
open-ended arms race that 
would produce ever more terri- 
fying weapons systems and ab- 
sorb and ever-increasing pro- 
portion of the resourses of both 
countries has been headed off. 
The present agreement, no 
doubt, leaves much to be de- 
sired and negotiations aimed at 
a further limitation of thearms 
race will continue. 

Stability, if that is the cor- 
ance of mutual power. More 
than a generation of unbridled 
competition has cost the Ameri- 
can people millions of dollars 
and the Russian people millions 
of rubles. Unlimited arms 
buildup in the past has deprived 
both the American and the So- 
viet peoples of a portion oftheir 
natural resourses, without their 
giving either side the command- 
ing superiorty that might en- 
tice a power-mad ruler to seek 
world domination through a sud- 
den Pearl Harbor like strife. 
To have continued the nuclear 
arms race at the pace it has 
been accelerating in the past 


few years would merely have -

Critics of the recently signed 

SALT pact say it will make us 


a ‘‘second rate’’ nation. I 
strongly disagree. I believe 
the United States is the strong- 
est power in the world and 
will continue to remain so. 
President Nixon addressed a 
joint session of Congress last 
Thursday night and helped to 
quiet the fears of some of the 
good Americans who believed 
that President Nixon sold Am- 
erica out in Moscow. The 
President had just returned 
from Moscow and immediately 
after landing at Andrews Field 
and flying to the Capitol by 
Helicopter, President Nixon 
assured all members of Con- 
gress and all the citizens of 
the United States that the U.S. 
Forces allowed under the arms 
pact are ‘‘without question suf- 
ficient for the maintenance of 
our security and the protection 
of our interest.’’ 

As I see it, the meetings 
President Nixon has concluded 
in Moscow with leaders of the 


the overkill on both 


Soviet Union and the various 
documents which have come out 
of them add up to a long-ov- 
erdue, sensible, practical and 
essential clearing away of de- 
bris of World War II and of 
the ‘‘Cold war’’ which came 
after it. This debris had to 
be cleared before the world 
could enter into the new era 
with some stability and with 
a reasonable hope of avoiding 
a nuclear disaster for all. 

Without the capacity to do 
business between nations andto 
just sit down and talk together, 
there could be no progress 
in the world toward something 
safer and better. The ability 
to communicate has been est- 
ablished. The channels are now 
open for further cooperation 
between the United States and 
Russia. 

But, as President Nixon said, 
“There are still deep philoso- 
phical differences . The 
threat to war has not been el- 
iminated - it has been reduced. 
We are making progress toward 
a world in which leaders of na- 
tions will settle their dif- 
ferences by negotiation, not by 
force; and in which they learn 
to live with their differences 
so that there sons will not 
have to die for those differ- 
ences.’’ 

The signing of the SALT a- 
greement is a most important 
and happy moment for the human 
race. Its chances for survi- 
val have now been substancially 
improved. 

Each side will now watch 
the other, as it must, to guard 
against violation of this agree- 
ment. But even more import- 
ant is the opportunity -- now 
that Nixon - Brezhnev a- 
greements are a reality -- to 
begin to move toward the second 
phase of the organization. The 
goals of that phase must be 
to end tha nuclear arms race 
completely -- both in quality 
and in quantity. 

What has been achieved so 
far, I fervently hope and pray, 
will mark a first and most 
important step toward a saner 
and less dangerous world. And, 
as President Nixon remarked 
last Thursday night, America 
can lead the ‘‘world up out 
of the lowlands of constant war, 
and onto the high plateau of 
lasting peace.’’

But when 
the treaties do come up for 
votes in the Senate, you may 
have confidences that my 
votes will be cast in what 
1 believe to be the best in- 
terest of our country.

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ROACH CONTRol 

A lot of folks call me and 
ask for information on con- 
trolling roaches, Believe me, 
from my own personal exper- 
ience, they can be a nuisance, 
Not only that, but they are 
hazardous to the health of 
people. In fact, I can’t stand 
to have a fly in my house or 
roaches. Flies are easy to 
but roaches are a 
‘ittle more difficult. Our re- 
commendations are as fol- 
lows: (1) Keep all leftover 
food and crumbs out of your 
kitchen and other areas. Open 
waste cans and dirty dishes 
left overnight in the sink are 
invitations to heavy roach in- 
festation, (2) Use Diazinon at 
the rate of 5 tablespoons of 


25% material per gallon of 
water. Apply this material 


with a paint brush or as a 
course spray to areas where 
you see roaches. Be sure to 
nut it on the wood surfaces 
inside kitchen _ cabinets, 
around baseboards, behind and 
under stoves and refrigera- 
tors, and on door and window 
facings. Be thorough in the 
application, Be sure to clear 
all of the food, dishes, and 
utensils before applying this 
material.

These may be 
used effectively during June 
to protect woody ornamentals 
from damage by many of the 
sucking plant pests such as 
aphids, thrips, scales, spider 
mites, mealy bugs and white 
flies. 

The two systemic insecti- 
cides are Cygon and 2% Di- 
Syston granules. Be sure to 
follow the label in putting 
out these materials. Folks 
who use these materials have 
prettier shrubbery around the 
house and it isn’t one-tenth 
as much work trying to spray 
them.

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CORN VS. GRASS 

Another June drought has 
once again greatly damaged 
what appeared to be a good 


early corn crop. The rains 
of last year are nothing but 
memories now, In fact, we 
seem to have more dry May- 
June periods like 1972 than 
wet ones like 1971. 

Maybe we need to give a 
serious lovk at corn as a 
crop. The Boll Weevil Monu- 
ment in Enterprise reminds 
us of how an insect changed 
our outlook toward cotton and 
made us turn towards pea- 
nuts. Perhaps with the dry 
May - June periods, severly 
damaging corn we need to 
consider turning more to 
Bahiagrass, Coastal Ber- 
mudagrass and cattle. 

True, the dry weather could 
hurt the grass, but it would 
recover when it rains again. 
If corn misses the rain at 
the crucial time a crop is 
lost for the year instead of 
a few weeks as is the case 
with grass. 

John (Bubba) Trotman, Pre- 
sident, National Cattlemans’ 


Association reminded us this' 


week of the potential of Coffee 
County and the southeast for 
producing grass and cattle. 
The midwest can raise corn 
and other grains so let them 
finish the cattle. The south- 
east can grow grass and pro- 
duce calves cheaper than any 
other section of the country.

If trouble de- 
velops a pump should be used 
to pump the water into the 
air and aerate it. The best 
thing to do is to maintain 
a good fertility program. 
Fertilizer produces the mic- 
roscopic green plants that 
produce oxygen and prevents 
an oxygen shortage.

Forty - three people are 
now employed at the packing 
company with an annual payrole 
of $300,000.

One of the more recent ad- 
ditions to the company is’ a 
three-stage lagoon which will 
help purify sewage disposal and 
is scheduled to go into op- 
eration within the next sixty 
days. 


In order to give the people 
of the Elba area a simulated 
guided tour, the owners of the 
Elba Packing Company, Hollis, 
Everette and Dwight Kelley, 
were gracious enough to take 
time off froin their strenous 
schedule to allow a photo- 
grapher from the Elba Clipper 
to invade their privacy and bring 
to the public, information on how 
their business is operated. 


APPROXIMATELY 40 - 65 
CATTLE are slaughtered per 
week along with 60 - 80 hogs. 
Upon arriveing at the Packing 
House they are unloaded and 
taken to the slaughter room 
where they are painlessly s]- 
aughtered. After the cattle are 


Stunned they are shackled (hung 
up on a moveable pulley) and 
they never touch the floor again 
which is a requirement by the 
State law. The blood is then 
drained and the hide removed, 
After they have been eviserated 
they are cut lengthwise into 
two halves, washed off and 
placed in the “holding cooler’’ 
until further processing begins. 


MEAT BONING is usually the 
first step taken after the meat 
is removed from the ‘holding 
cooler’’. Meat boning is where 
hamburgers, steaks, bologna 
and other meat products come 
from. This is also where 
Sausage is prepared for pro- 
cessing. Sausage items are 
taken to the ‘sausage kitchen’ 
where they are stuffed, If it 
is to be smoked sausage they 
are placed in a special cooler 
where the process is formed. 


MEATS TO BE SHIPPED are 
sent to the ‘‘packing cooler’’. 
where preparations for shipping 
are performed, The meat 
is then taken to the ‘‘shipping 
cooler’’ where orders are as- 
sembled and meats loaded up 
and shipped out.

The Coftee Courty jail was 
Short three of it’s residents 
last Thursday night, after they 
overpowered jailer R. D. Dyess 
late Thursday as he was re- 
turning a trustee to the lock up 
for the night. 

The three were identified as 
Billy S, Williams, age 25, Cur- 
tis L. Sneed, age 30, and Ar- 
tis Lynn Reed, age 16. All 
were recaptured by Friday 
morning. 

According to county law off- 
icers, Sneed jumped Mr. Dyess 
as he attempted to close the 
door after returning the trustee 
to the cell for the night. Wi- 
lliams and Reed then joined 
Sneed and with their help man- 
aged to get his gun and lock 
Dyess in the cell. As they ran 
down the stairs Mrs, Dyess 
heard the noise, looked up and 
upon seeing what was happening 
she quickly called the Elba Po- 
lice for help. 

Elba Police released Jailer 
Dyess and launched a search 
for the three escapees. The 
trio ran behind the jail and fol- 
lowed (he levee to Highway 84 
bridge and crosses Pea River 
at that point. They then made 
their way (through the woods a- 
long 84) to the home of Hia- 
watha Hall’s residence at the 
intersection of 84 and High- 
way 87 (Samson Road), 

After convincing Hall that 
they had car trouble, he andhis 
three sisters agreed to take 
them to their car. Shortly 
afterwards the escapee with 
the pistol pulled it out and or- 
dered Hall to drive them where 
they had an escape car avail- 
able. 

As the car descended the hill 
to the railroad underpass it 
encountered a hastily set up 
roadblock manned by state tro- 


opers. Warning shots were 
fired over the top of the car 
and Hall grabbed the pistol, 
stopped the car and generally 
upset the plans of the trio. 
The three prisoners then fled 
into the woods with the two 
negros _ sticking together. 
Williams falling behind because 
he had trouble getting over 
the fence. 

Bloodhounds were brought in 
from Dothan and attempted to 
pick up the trail but were un- 
able to do so, 

The search continued thr- 
oughout the night and after 
day the officers discovered that 
some of the escapees had walk- 
ed the railroad to New Brock- 
ton and county officers found 
one fugitive hidden under a bed 
of sleeping children in New 
Brockton. A few minutes later 
Reed was reported by his par- 
ents to be in their home be- 
tween Elba and New Brockton. 
Shortly thereafter a guard at 
the army stage field south of 
Elba reported seeing tracks 
in the Tac 1 road. Shortly 
after that Williams was picked 
up as he emerged from 
the woods near there, 

Sneed is charged with pos- 
session of stolen property, Reed 
is charged with first degree 
burglary and Williams was in 
jail on a bad check charge.
